Ladies and Gentlemen,
The EPA looks to be making some movement on the old CES Environmental facility that most or
some of you have been involved in. This is, and has been, a major headache for the COH located at
4904 Griggs. The owner/operators are serving prison time for their activities. The EPA has asked for
some assistance while they are here on site in the form of the bottom email. Basically security, water
use, trash removal, restricted street access and media cooperation. So here’s my questions:
David Buster – Can you clear the use of hydrant water and the possibility of the delivery of portable
barricades when desired.
Vic Ayres / Ed Robinson – If I have them place the non-contaminated trash outside the facility on
Wayland street, can one of you pick it up and the city dispose of it? I don’t at this time know what
amount there talking about but I am sure less than a 40 cubic yard dumpster. Ed, if David doesn’t
have any barricades available, do you have any as back-up.
Jim Cargas/Wynetta Chaney – Any issues blocking that street temporarily? Nothing down there but
the CES gate into the facility and the other CES storage building. If we need a permit, can you
arrange?
Arturo Blanco/Maryann Barthelemy – I’m pretty sure there probably going to want some help with
off-site air monitoring as well as the media coordination. I may be able to handle the media stuff if
you want or need me too.
I will have to see what they want security wise when Mr. Moore calls me.
I think it’s in the city’s best interest to help out as much as possible to resolve this site. Cooperation
with Gary and his folks can only foster a better working relationship to complete this site and future
issues. Please get back to me as soon as possible. Call me should you have any questions.
